Clubs support Association 


THE constitution and by-laws adopted 
by an Auburn Club requires that its 
members also belong to the National 
Association. This requirement provides 
funds for the National Association -to 
maintain its staff and to provide pro- 
grams when needed. 


This provision in the local constitu- 
tion and by-laws means that the larger 
Auburn Clybs help the smaller clubs 
obtain the same services. It costs just 
as much to travel 200 miles to provide 
a program for 20 alumni as it does to 
travel 200 miles to provide a program 
for 150 alumni. To have an alumnus 
of the class of '04 journey 20 miles to 
attend an Auburn meeting, or a Ccarload 
of alumni travel 50 or 75 miles to meet 
with the nearest Auburn Club warms 
your heart and makes you thankful 
for those alumni who provide the 
means for this service through pay- 
ment of dues to the Association.

47 Active Clubs 


DURING the past year a total of 18 
‘Auburn clubs have been organized’ or 
reactivated as the Auburn Alumni Asso- 
ciation continued to expand to meet 'the 
demands of many enthusiastic and ener- 
getic alumni of ‘A.P.I. Of this total 
there were 11 clubs in Alabama; seven 
were out-of-state-groups. =A 

A total of 47 Auburn Clubs reported 
activity during 1951. Twenty five of 
these clubs were in the state of Alabama, 
while 22 out-of-state clubs were reported 
‘as active. Seventeen clubs reported no 


activity during the past year; seven were 


‘in out-of-state areas and ‘10 were in Ala- 


Mhama. 


Rapid expansion 
“FROM these figures one can easily see 
‘the rapid increase‘in club activity within 
‘Auburn Alumni Association during the 
ypast year. This increase in club activity 
tis significant because it shows clearly the 
expansion of the alumni \pregram as well 
as‘the added responsibility for the Asso- 
‘iation and its officers. 
‘However, despite ‘the fact that 47 
out of 64 clubs reported some form of 
activity during 1951, Auburn’s club 
program is still in an infant stage. 
‘Most of the clubs are just beginning 
to realize the potential: service that 
they can render to their alma mater. 
At the same time the idea of forming 
an Auburn qlub in all areas where 
there are at least 25 alumni is gaining 
widespread popularity. This means not 
only a stronger Association, ‘but an 
added responsibility and service for 
+ the national office and the Association 
» Officers. 


How to form a club 


THE club phase of the Association’s pro- 
Bram takes Executive Secretary Joe 
Sarver Jr., 37, into his very tlosest con- 
tact with alumni. ‘It is through Mr. 
Sarver that the clubs are formed. He 
serves as a “clearing house” ‘for their 


“questions and for all information that 


goes out of the Association’s office in 
answer to those questions, 


Just ‘how is a club formed? 

The secretary finds out that a group 
of alumni are interested ‘in forming a 
club. He then attends, ‘if possible, a 
meeting with the interested group and 
hélps ‘them make preliminary plans. 
Then, if his duties permit, he attends the 
organizational meeting and explains the 
structure and function of the club as well 
as ‘the ‘National Association. At this 


meeting he 'tries to answer all questions 
of ‘the group. Later'he issues a charter 
to the club, officers are elected, dues are 
eet up, and the general program for the 


fall and summer. 


club-is adopted. Thus another Auburn 
club is born. 

Club activities 

BUT what do these clubs do after they 
are formed? Their activity varies in 
accordance with the locality, member- 
ship, and facilities of the club. However, 
club activity generally includes the fol- 
lowing programs as ‘the basis for most 
operations: 

1. Program speakers from A.P.1. 
These speakers come from all branches 
of the institution and help to keep the 
club informed of the work being car- 


‘ried on at A-P.I. 
2. Football films with commentary by - 


officials of the athletic department are 
another popular activity. These are usu- 
ally shown at fall and winter meetings. 

3. Socials that are usually held in the 
These socials are in 
the form of luncheons, banquets, fish 
fries, etc. 

4. In the spring ‘the club holds some 
activity for high school seniors. This 
‘program aids in bringing outstanding 
students to Auburn. 

5. Participation in the program of the 
Auburn Educational Foundation is an- 
other activity that has gained popularity 
in many clubs, 


Suggested activities 

THE above activities are basic ones 
which clubs have and can use in théir 
program to help maintain their ties with 
Auburn as well as an aid to the institu- 
tion. Other activities include informal 
meetings without food; establishment of 
a scholarship fund for some worthy stu- 
dent within the club’s area; sponsoring 
a chartered bus to bring prospective stu- 
dents, to Auburn for the “Open House” 
program to be held on the campus on 
April 18 and 19; and the sponsorship of 
a “dutch” bus trip to various football 
games. for all members and friends of 
the club. 

Out of all these activities Auburn is 
not only promoted within the com- 
munity, but alumni within that area 
are brought into closer contact’ with 
the institution as well as their fellow 
alumni. The members of the club begin 
to feel a responsibility to their alma 
mater as they are drawn closer to it 
through well-planned and organized 
club work, ~

MORE than 1,000,000 pieces of mail are 
handled by the staff every year. In ad= 
dition to the mailing of the Alumnews 
numerous letters, questionnaires, bulle< 
tins, Auburn Educational Foundation 
material, and Athletic Department infor- 
mation are mailed out through the Asso-« 
ciation’s office. 

The alumni office occupies space in 
the Textile Building.
